ey of he wen who are the most ‘profoundly 
akilied in the arts which demagogues practice. 
There seems to be no good reason why popu- 
larity should be sought in the grog-shops and 


ry as swindlers and cheats. 
1 vain to hope that one party will lay 
down the advantages which may be gained by 
pursuing the policy that we condemn, as long 
as igt in kept up by the other; and we know 
chat it is equally vain to look for an union 
among the better men of all parties to put an 
end to the yearly saturnalia, by voting down 
at the polls those who encourage it. But it is 
manifest that system #0 rotten and corrupt can- 
not bear good fruit; and that as long as our ru- 
lers must, to obtain their places, minister to the 
meanest passions and appetites of that 
portion of the population that is the low- 
est in the scale of morals and intelligence, 
their power must be so wielded as to promote 
the growth of that by which they have 
risen and hope to rise higher.
